Roosevelt To Signal 
Norris Dam Opening 


NORRIS, Tenn., March 1.—(?) 
President Roosevelt will take a 
few minutes of his third anniver- 
sary in the White House Wednes- 
day to start a celebration marking 
the near-completion of a “New 
Deal” project—the huge $36,000,- 
000 Norris dam across the Little 
Clinch river in northeast Tennes- 
see. 

At 1 p. m. (Atlanta time), he 
is scheduled to press a telegraph 
key at the White House, setting 
off a siren atop Norris dam, 535 
miles away. 

As the siren begins screaming, 
workmen will lower sluiceway 
gates at the dam, starting forma- 
tion of one of the world’s largest 
reservoirs—a body of water ex- 
tending finger-like up the Clinch 
and Powell rivers from 56 to 72 
miles and having a shoreline of 
nearly 800 miles.

SUN-IN-LAW KILLED 
BY AVONDALE MAN: 
ABUSE’ 1S BLAMED 


G. E. Irwin, 29, Shot Dead 
as He Sleeps in Chair; 
W. T. Gunter Held; Kill- 
ing Planned Long Time. 


An Avondale father, who told po- 
lice that for eight years he had 
watched his daughter and other mem- 
bers of the family abused by his son- 
in-law until he could stand it no long- 
er, yesterday afternoon shot and xill- 
ed the son-in-law, G. B. Irwin, 2, a 
worker at the Scottdale mills, and 
then walked to DeKalb county police 
headquarters and surrendered. 

W. T. Gunter, the father, who lives 
at 40 Oak street, Avondale, told Cap- 
tain A. L. Hutchins, of the DeKalb 
police, that he had planned once be- 
fore to kill Irwin, but had changed his 
mind. 

Captain Hutchins ordered an am- 
bulance, and then went to the scene 
of the shooting. Irwin was pro- 
nounced dead on arrival of doctors. 

“I bought a shotgun two months 
ago,” Captain Hutchins said Gunter 
told him. “My son-in-law was in the 
habit of getting drunk and then he 
would come home and abuse my 
daughter and their two children. Even 
my wife and I were unable to escape 
his fury. On several occasions he 
threatened all of us. We were all 
afraid of. him. 252 
: “Fine Man Sober.” 

“When he was sober he was 4s 
fine a man as anyone could meet. But 
when he was drinking he was terrible. 
I bought the gun, but then decided 
that I would give him another chance,

BRITONS HEAR KING 
IN RADIO ADDRESS 


Edward VIII Pays Trib- 
ute to Father and Urges 
World Peace in Future. 


LONDON, March 1.—#)—King 
Edward VIII, in his first radio mes- 
sage to the empire since he ascended 
the throne, today told his people who 
knew him as Prince of Wales that he 
ie “still that same man.” 

“I am better known to most of 
you as the Prince of Wales, as a man 
who during the war and since had 
the opportunity of getting to know the 
people of nearly every country of the 
world under all conditions and cir- 
cumstances,” the bachelor ruler as- 
serted. 

And although I now speak to you 
as king, I am. still that same man 
who has had that experience and 
whose constant effort will be to con- 
tinue to promote the well-being of 
his fellowmen. 

May the future bring peace and 
understanding throughout the world, 
prosperity and happiness to the Brit- 
ish people and may we be worthy 
of the heritage which is ours.” 

The king’s speech was briefer than 
had been expected. He appeared at 
the start to be nervous, his voice was 
higher than usual, but it became calm- 


fier and well modulated as he pro- 
ceeded 


Elaborate plans had been made for 
the -broadcast to the empire, and the 
speech also was relayed to 10 other 
countries, including the United States. 

Edward paid tribute to his Ather. 
the late King George, and said “Queen 
Mary. my family and myself have been 
greatly helped by the world-wide trib- 
utes of genuine sorrow which we have 
received from every side.” 

The king’s address follows in full:

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Paralyzing Strike of Elevator Men 
Called in M. V. A partment Houses 


Additional Orders for 142,000 Men To Walk Out in 9,600 
Business and Residential Structures of City Will 
Be Issued by Union This Morning. 


NEW YORK, March 1.—- 0 —4. 


paralyzing strike of elevator opera- 
tors and other building employes, from 
the Battery to the Bronx, was called 
tonight in the city of skyscrapers. 

Sudden orders today sent union men 
from apartment houses throughout the 
upper West Side and the Bronx—tfrom 
1,500 buildings, said the union, from 
only 60, said the operators’ organiza- 
tion. Police estimated between 600 
and 800 buildings affected. 

Additional orders, said James J. 
Bambriek, local president of the Build- 
ing Service Employes’ Internati ma! 
Union, will be issued to 142,000 men 
to walk out tomorrow from 9,600 build- 
ings in business and residential dis- 
tricts throughout the. city. 

The walkout today, which inconven- 
ienced thousands of apartment dwell- 
ers, was attended by numerous clashes 
between union men and building em- 
ployes who refused to strike. At least 
four persons were injured and a score 
of arrests were made on charges of 
disorderly conduct and assault. 

Stringent police precautions were 
taken. All police commanders were 
ordered on 24-hour duty and concen- 
trations of extra patrolmen were as- 
signed to large buildings threatened 
by the strike. 

Bambrick said the strike call tomor- 
row would affect: 5 


> Wall Street — 25,000 men in 800 
buildings, including the tallest. sky- 
scrapers in the city. 

Midtown—27,000 men in 1,000 
buildings, mostly business buildings 
but also including many large hotels, 
such as the New Yorker, the McAl- 
pin and the Breslin; union officials 
declined to say definitely whether the 
Empire State, Chrysler and other 
buildings would be affected. 

Grand Central—35,000 men in 1,000 
additional office buildings. 

Upper East Side—25,000 men in 
3,000 residential buildings, including 
Tudor City and Sutton place. 

Mercantile District Along Lower 
Broadway—17,000 men in 900 loft 
and office buildings. 

Washington Heights—6,000 men in 
1,200 apartment houses. 

Harlem—7.000 men in 1,100 resi- 
dential and business buildings. 

Spokesmen for the building opera- 
tors generally minimized the poten- 
tialities of the strike and said re- 
placements could be made for union 
men who walked out.

U. S. C. of C. Protests 
Billion - Dollar Rural 
Electrification Measure. 


WASHINGTON, March 10 
Reluctantly awaiting a $786,000,000 
presidential tax message within 48 
hours, congress tonight heard a Na- 
tional Economy League demand to 
curtail spending rather than “soak 
the poor.” 

In a letter to all senators and rep- 
resentatives, the league urged rejec- 
tion of a reported proposal! that farm 
relief “be paid out of a new half- 
billion dollar tax on the American 
breakfast table and the forgotten 
man’s shirt.” 

Another plea for retrenchment in 
federal spending came from the Cham- 
ber of Commerce of the United States. 
It protested against the billion-dollar 
Norris-Rayburn rural electrification 
bill, due back on the senate floor by 
midweek, 

Talk of inflation as a tax alter- 
native—especially to meet bonus re- 
quirements—gathered some momen- 
tum. But Speaker Byrns dismissed 
its threat of complications with this 
assertion: 

“Inflation hasn't a chance.” 

Bi Due by Tuesday. 

Congressional leaders looked toward 
the tax message, due by Tuesday, for 
elaboration of President Roosevelt's 
publicly outlined needs for additional 
federal cash. 

Suggestions as to specific sources 
that might be tapped will be left, 
they said, to Secretary Morgenthau 
or one of his aids after the house 
ways and means committee starts tax 
hearings late this week. 

The Economy League létter indors- 
ed lower income tax exemptions as 
preferable to “soaking the poor with- 
out telling them about it”—if congress 
insists on more taxes. 

But President Henry C. Curran, 
of the league, added: 

“We believe that the only path of 
financial safety for our government 
is to balance the federal budget, as 
nearly as you can, not by raising 
taxes, but by cutting down expendi- 
tures—which stil] can be done without 
hurting anybody. 

“We need neither more taxation nor 
more inflation. What we need is 


more economy.” 
“House Will Pass It.” 

Despite an undercurrent of grum- 
bling among ‘congressmen eyeing the 
November elections, Speaker Bynns 
said flatly that if the ways and means 
committee brings out a bill to yield 
$786.000,000, the “house will pass it.“ 

That figure would comply with what

ing How Money Spent. 


WASHINGTON, March 1. 0 
Secretary Ickes and Harry L. Hop- 
kins, long at odds over how relief 
money should be spent, issued figures 
today to tell how Public Works and 
Works Progress projects are giving 
employment and benefiting the nation. 

Ickes, PWA administrator, report- 

ed: 
More than 60 per cent of PWA 
money has gone for the purchase of 
materials, giving many more jobs than 
actual construction itself. 

Hopkins, Works Progress adminis- 
trator, reported: 

Additions and improvements te pub- 
lie property constitute 86 per cent of 
all WPA projects. 

In the background was the sharp 
clash between Ickes and Hopkins last 
fall when each sought the biggest slice 
= 18 84.000, 000,000 works relief 
und. 

Ickes wanted to build heavy proj- 
ects, such as dams, power plants and 
public buildings. Hopkins insisted the 
way to put 3,500,000 to work at once 
was through light projects which did 
not involve big outlays for materials. 

Hopkins Given Funds. 

President Roosevelt decided in favor 
of Hopkins, giving him $1,250,000,- 
000 and earmarking $200,000,000 more 
to carry the WPA until July 1. 

After that date more money, 2 
ably less than 52,000,000, 000 will be 
needed. The President has not yet 
said who will get the bulk of it. Mr. 
Roosevelt included about $600,000, 
in his budget to complete constructios 
of big PWA projects now under way. 

In his statement, Hopkins contended 
local communities in putting up 19 
per cent of the cost showed they 
favored the WPA projects. Out of a 
total project cost of $1,169,650,000, 
he said, local communities have con- 
tributed $221.918,000. 

PWA officials said their projects 
are porns 230,000 direct jobs, of 
which only $8,000 are being paid for 
from the present work relief fund. 


Detailing gee Ickes’ re- 
port said the $1,225,500,000 spent for 
materials on its projects up to Feb- 
ruary 1 had been “a major factor in 
the revival of the heavy industries, 
where unemployment was greater than 
anywhere else during the depression.

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FATE OF LEADERS. 
OF TOKYO REVOLT 
AWAITED IN JAPAN 


21 Officers Who Headed 
Rebellion Are Expected 
To Face Trial in Courts 
Under Martial Law. 


TOKYO, March 2.—(Monday.)— 
(P)}—The fate of 21 leaders of a mili- 
tary rebellion and the character of 
the cabinet to sueceed that shattered 
by an assassins’ coup today were fore- 
most questions confronting Japan. 

The primarily military phase ol the 


gravest domestic crisis in the modern 


history of the empire ended with the 
suppression of the uprising and the 
political phase came to the fore. 

Twenty active army officers and 
three retired ones, it was officially 
announced, headed the revolt. 

Two of them have committeed sui- 
cide. Captain Teruzo Ando, alleged 
leader of the revolt, shot himself in 
the head yesterday and his self-in- 
flicted death was followed by that of 
Captain Shiro Nonaka, martial law 
headquarters announced. Another of- 
ficer attempted suicide but failed. 

A communique by martial lay 
headquarters said “a majority of the 
other officers involved” are held in 
the Shibuya military prison, on the 
outskirts of Tokyo. These intiude 
three retired officers, Koji Muranaka, 
Asaichi Isobe and Zensuke Shisukawa. 

Non-commissioned officers and pri- 
vates involved have been “segregated 
and are detained at their original dar- 
racks,” the announcement added.

For two years the subsidies would 
be paid either directly to farmers or 
to states which set up programs ap- 
proved by the secretary of agricul- 
ture.

FROM MINNEAPOLIS 


Widow of Slain Publisher 
and Children Leave for 
New York. 


MINNEAPOLIS, March 1.—(UP) 
Mrs. Edith Liggett fled with her two 
children today from the city where 
her crusading editor-husband was as- 
sassinated. 

The widow and her two children 
departed almost secretly for New 
York. They rode away in the same 
automobile from which Walter Lig- 
gett’ had stepped when five machine- 
gun slugs ripped into his back Decem- 
ber 9. Wallace, 12, and Marda, 10, 
sat in the back seat—the same seat 
from which Marda saw her tather 
murdered. 

Mrs. Liggett sat beside the driver, 

whose name she did not reveal. 
I am leaving Minneapolis because 
I fear for my life and for my chil- 
dren,” Mrs, Liggett said. Already 
an attempt has been made to kill 
me 


A few days before her departure, 
Mrs. Liggett sold the plant that pub- 
lished their militant Midwest Ameri- 
can. But she took with her the 
title to the weekly. 

“I couldn’t sell that,” she explained, 
“mainly for sentimental reasons. Even 
if I did, who could carry on its tradi- 
tions?” 

Mrs. Liggett tried to carry on her 

husband’s paper after his murder, but 
financial difficulties and demands 
made on her by the trial at which Isa- 
dore Blumenfeld was acquitted forced 
her to discontinue it. 
„Maybe I’ll come back and publish 
it,” she said, “but now I’ve got to 
get away from it all. I haven’t had a 
moment's rest since Walter was mur- 
dered,” 

Mrs. Liggett indicated she would 
seek aid in New York to support a 
revived Midwest American in the com- 
ing political campaign. 

The paper was a militant and out- 
spoken opponent of Governor lloyd 
B. Olson, who has announced his can- 
didacy for the farmer-laborite sena- 
torial nomination. 

Mrs. Liggett has pledged herself to 
carry on her husband’s opposition to 
Olson. 

Meanwhile, Mrs. Liggett may seek 
& newspaper connection in New York. 

“Before I make any decision 1 am 
going to take a much-needed rest,“ 
she said. “Then I must find a place 
for my children.” hearing gangland 
vengeance, she had kept them on an 
isolated Wisconsin farm from the date 
of the murder until a few hours before 
her departure today. 

Mrs. Liggett is the second principal 
in the murder case to leave Minneap- 
olis. Blumenfeld departed soon after 
his acquittal for Florida, “for a va- 
cation.”

tion for a loan of $1,809,000,000, in- 
cluding $800,000,000 to ‘supplement

Interest rates on the offerings of 
government securities approximated 
the record low costs for comparable 
borrowing set last summer. 
Specifically, the Treasury asked for 
$1,250,000,000 in cash, the largest cash 
request since World War financing. 
Of that amount, however, $450,000, 
000 was intended for repayment of 
short-term loans due March 16. 

In addition, the new securities were 
offered in exchange for $659,000,000 
in notes maturing April 15. 

Actually the operations would lift 
the gross national debt $800,000,000 
—the amount. of new borrowings—to 
951,500,000,000, the largest in his- 
ory. 

Temporarily—from March 16 to 
April 15—the debt will stand at about 
$31,859,000,000. Repayment of the 
maturing notes will drop it to the low- 
er total.

F. D. R. s Message 
On New Farm Bill 


WASHINGTON, March 1.—(AP)— 
The text of President Roosevelt's 
statement in connection with. signing 
the soil conservation subsidy bill 
follows: 

“In signing the soil conservation 
and domestic allotment act, 1 feel 
that. I am approving a measure which 
helps to safeguard vital public inter- 
ests, not only for today, but for gen- 
erations to come. 

“This legislation represents an at- 
tempt to develop, out of the tar- 
reaching and partly emergency ef- 
forts under the agriculture adjust- 
ment act, a long-time program tor 
American agriculture. .- 

“The new law has three major ob- 
jectives which are inseparably and 
of necessity linked with the national 
welfare. The first of these aims is 
conservation of the soil itself through 
wise and proper land use. The sec- 
ond purpose is the re-establishment 
and maintenance of farm income at 
fair levels so that the great gains 
made by agriculture in the past three 
years can be preserved and national 
recovery can continue. The third 
major objective is the protection of 
consumers by asturing adequate sup- 
plies of fééd and fiber now and in 
the future. 

FARMERS TO GET 
MONEY GRANTS 

“The federal government, with an 
annual expenditure far less than the 
actual yearly wastage of fertility by 
erosion in the past will make grants

of money to farmers, conditioned 
upon actual evidence of good land 
use. Thus, in carrying out the soil 
conservation plan, there. will be pro- 
vided a positive ncentive to and pro- 
tection for those who voluntarily 
shift from soil-depleting surplus 
crops, such as cotton, corn, wheat 
and tobacco, into erosion-preventing 
and soil-building crops, such as 
grasses and legumes, of which there 
is no surplus. This will help to bring 
about and maintain a healthy sup- 
ply and demand gituation from farm 
commodities, and will have a bene- 
ficial effect on farm prices and farm 
income. 
„There will be no contracts with 
farmers. The program does not con- 
trol individual production of indi- 
vidual farm commodities. The ab- 
sence of production may make 
impracticable the attainment of es- 
act parity prices, as defined in the 
agricultural adjustment act. Nev- 
ertheless, I am ‘confident that the 
farmers co-operating with the gov- 
ernment, will work hard within ex- 
isting legal limitations to achieve the 
new law’s goal, which is parity not 
of farm prices but of farm income. 
They and we have not abandoned and 
will not abandon the principle ot 
equality for agriculture. 
LONG-TIME POLICY 
Is AIM OF PROGRAM 

“In general, the new farm act fol- 
lows the outlines of a long-time pol- 
icy for agriculture which 1 recom- 
mended in my statement of Uctober 
25, 1935. The wise use of land 
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which it seeks to encourage involves 
sound farm practice and crop rota- 
tion as well as soil conservation, ‘I'he 
income insurance feature afforded 
by the conditional payments will help 
farmers to maintain these beneficial 
systems of farming without inter- 
ruption in poor crop years. Long- 
time adjustments, as 1 said last Oe- 
tober, can be adapted to natural sou 
advantages of regions and localities. 
“Sound farming is of direct in- 
terest not only to farmers but to 
consumers. To the extent that the 
new plan succeeds in its aim of pre- 
servir,, and improving farm lands, 
consumers will share substantially 
in the benefits. In years of sur- 
plus, consumers may lightly take for 
granted the continuance of adequate 
supplies of food and fiber; but the 
recurring dust storms and rivers yel- 
low with silt are a warning that na- 
ture’s resources will not indefinitely 
withstand exploitation or negligence. 
The only permanent protection which 
can be given consumers must come 
from conservation practiced by farm- 
ers.

There 
are a lot of Germans in Switzerland, 
and the nazis claim that a German 
is a German wherever he is and that 
the ground which a nazi stands on at 
any moment is German soil. You can’t 
conduct nazi agitation in any civiliz- 
ed country without causing strife, and 
of course, the nazis don’t permit 
Americans to conduct republican agi- 
tation or the British to start a mon- 
archist movement in Germany. 


When the young Jew shot the nazi 
conspirator it was discovered that the 
local Swiss law provided life imprison- 
ment instead of the death penalty for 
the crime. The nazi government im- 
mediately howled “outrage!” because 
the Swiss wouldn’t violate their own 
law to execute the assassin. The Swiss, 
through their papers, issued a gentle 
reminder that, after all, their govern: 
ment hadn’t inspired the shooting, but 
the nazis took this conciliatory tone 
for a sign of fear. 


Of course, they are constantly or 
ganizing treason and assassination in 
other countries. The assassination of 
Dollfuss in Vienna was an official 
murder of the head of a friendly state 
committeed by the German govern- 
ment, formally decided upon at a 
meeting in Munich. Captain Von 
Papen, the dumbest diplomat that ever 
lived, who almost single handedly 
achieved the feat of bringing the United 
States into the war against his coun- 
try, is now the nazi ambassador in 
Vienna, and his sole job there is to 
organize treason against the Austrian 


state and wreck it.

It is hard for 
any one to die from other natural 
cause than heat prostration or influ- 
enza when there is a contest on. In- 
deed it is unpatriotic, and so the heat 
prostration or the grip spreads like 
wildfire for a week or two. One who 
contemplates dying of apoplexy or an- 
ris had better wait until 
the flu is less fluent, unless he wants 
to be figured in the newspapers of a 
rival city as another thousand victims 


of the flu. 

Since the epidemic of 1918- 
1919, when the scourge called influ- 
enza or “flu” brought quick death to 
so many civilians as well as military 
recruits, there have been four schools 
of thoughts regarding the nature of the 
disease. First, it is a specific infec- 
tion due to Pfeiffer’s bacillus; second, 
it is an infection by a green-produc- 
ing streptococcus; third, it is due to 
a minute filter-passing organism which 
is anaerobic (that is, requires absence 
of oxygen for growth); and finally, 
it is a disease due to a filterable virus 
(that is, the virus or ultramicroscopic 
germ 1 pass thro an unglazed 

reelain filter which bars passage of 

nown disease germs). 

In 1933 students of the t of in- 
fluenza current found Pfeiffer’s ba- 
cillus in most but not all instances 
and were inclined to think the dis- 
ease due to the combined action of 
this bacillus and an unidentified fil- 
terable virus. A German itvestiga- 
tor (Prausnits) ascribed susceptibility 
to the disease to deficiency of fat-solu- 
ble vitamins, that is vitamin A and 
vitamin B. Please don’t hit me. I 
had nothing to do with it. I’m just 
telling you.

broke an agreement to sign a bill 
which would have permitted the coun- 
ties to pledge the certificates to the 
I blie Works Administration for 
projects financed by the federal gov- 
ernment. 


The Governor Saturday made the debts. 


definite statement that the $2,600,000 
will be paid to the counties when it 
is due and no action on behalf of 
those interested in the county’s collec- 
tion of it is expected until the pay- 
ment is not made or until it appears 
tha: thé Governor does not have the 
needed $2,600,000 on hand. At pres- 
ent he has nearly twice that much in 
cash and, of course, is not expected 
to spend anything like $2,000,000 in 
the next three or four weeks. 

The Governor was reported at his 
home in Telfair county yesterday and 
there were no signs of excitement 
around the capitol, where national 
guardsmen, not in uniform, are guard- 
ing cash in the treasury vault. 

Bouhan Statement. 

The Bouhan statement of the high- 
way certificates, made public by Sec- 
retary Wright in Athens, follows: 

“In consideration. of legislation to 
improve the sales market for surplus 
highway certificates held by the coun- 
ties of Georgia, we learned, from the 
New York bonding attorneys, that 
these certificates would receive a ready 
market if the legislature would: 

“1. Pass a special appropriation act 
setting aside and allocating sufficient 
funds from the highway department 
to take care of the retirement of cer- 
tificates through the entire 10-year 
period for which the certificates will 
run. That is to say, make the ap- 
Propriation definite for the entire ten 
years by legislative enactment.” 

“2. Define tde terms ‘surplus’ cer- 
tificates, so the purchaser could defi- 
nitely determine that the certificates 
he might acquire would be ‘surplus 
certificates.’ 

“8. Make the certificates legal in- 
vestments for trust funds and sink- 
ing funds. 

“The enactment of law with these 
features, with a favorable decision in 
the Madronah Sales Company case 
(afterward obtained) would have 
placed the certificates on about the 
same investment basis as state bonds 
and decreased the diseount value of 
the highway certificates. to such an 
extent that these certificates would 
have sold on an average discount of 
from 1 to 2 per cent. 

Provided Allocations. 


“The bill was drawn by your com- 
mittee with this idea in view. It 
rovided that each month there should 
e set aside a proportionate amount 
of highway funds to take care of the 
annual installments during the entire 
period. It, also, carried a provision 
defining the ‘surplus’ certificates, 
and, to make the bonds more saleable, 
provided that the certificates would 
legal investments for trust and 
sinking funds. 

“When the bill was drawn and be-

Self- Foreing Bids. 
Certain bids are not forcing but are 
so strong that the partner is er- 
pected to bid again unless his hand 
is absolutely worthless. The most 
frequently used semi-forcing bid is a 
jump rebid in a previously bid suit, 
or in no trump,

When you have opened the bidding. 
to make a jump rebid in the same 
suit you should have four and a halt 
honor tricks if you have a five card re- 
biddable suit, and at least four honor 
tricks if- you have a six card suit. 
A semi-forcing jump rebid of two no 
trump requires four and a half honor 
tricks for the opening hand with a 
stopped (Q, 10, x or better) in the 
unbid suite. 

The responding hand, since his part- 
ner can be depended upon for at least 
two and a half honor tricks, may 
make a jump id in the same suit 
or in no trump with about two and 
a half honor tricks. 

If the opening hand makes a semi- 
forcing rebid, the responding hand 
should bid again with about one hon- 
or trick. 

If the semi-forcing bid is made by 
the responding hand, the opening hand 
should pass only when he has a bare 
two and a half honor tricks, no sup- 
port for his partner’s suit, and in- 
sufficient protection in the other suits 
to bid no trump. 

Counting Out Hands. 
Visualizing the distribution of the 
opponents’ hands, is, at times, a diffi- 
cult process, requiring the nicest sort 
of judgment and imagination. But, at 
other times, it is one of the simplest 
feats in bridge, and no average player 
should fail to take advantage of his 
opportunity. Here is an elementary 
example.

You 
can’t blame avoirdupois on nature, be- 
cause you went against all her warn- 
ings in accumulating the excess, and 
it is up to you to get rid of it. Keep 
right on with your low calorie diet— 
and don’t for a day neglect your ex- 
ercise. Hold on to your determina- 
tion during this in-between period. 
Nature will see that you mean busi- 
ness and will come to your rescue.

The practice of the principles of

In all probability those 
little ships would have been lost had 
they not been under the protecting 
shadow of the ship in which Jesus of 
Nazareth sailed. 


A Parable. 


Is not this a parable of what 
Jesus of Nazareth has meant, or 
should mean, to this our world? 
What have we of worth today for 
which He is not either directly or 
indirectly responsible? The religion 
which He has given to the world has 
offered a healing and protecting hand 
to every realm of life. And where- 
ever His presence and principles have 
been recognized He has been the sav- 
ing factor in every emergency. Where 
He has been ignored the “ship of life“ 
has sailed into a storm. 

All is not well with the world 
today. Storms are raging in many 
quarters of human life. Home life 
for thousands of our people is in the 
midst of a storm. The home, the fun- 
damental institution of all, the place 
where character is made or marred, 
bas in all too many instances ‘vith- 
drawn itself from the guidance and 
protection which the religion of Jesus 
affords. As a result thousands of 
our youth are growing to manhood 
and womanhood without the benefits 
of our holy religion. This is with- 


out doubt the chief cause of so much 
crime among the youth of our land. 

Something is wrong with the social 
life of today. Moral standards are 
entirely too low. All of us know that 
many things which are practiced in 
society are sinful and destructive. It 
is a reflection, not only on our mor- 
als, but also on our intelligence, that 
we are resorting to such things for 
our pleasure and entertainment. Jesus 
mixed freely in the social life of His 
day and wherever He went He was 
a purifying influence. Were He ad- 
mitted into the social gatherings of 
today He would furnish that pleasure. 
that leaves, not remorse, but precious 
memories.

What rough seas the business world 
is sailing on today! Does anyone doubt 
that the practice of the principles of 
Jesus, the Golden Rule, would have 
saved us from the debacle that busi- 
ness has n in for the past tew 
years? Admitted to the councils of 
business and industry with His em- 
phasis upon personality, He would 
have long ago stilled the storm. 

Governments today are in the-midst 
of a storm. All the way from the 
small town government to internation- 
al relationships, there is turmoil and 
strife.
